Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argued on page 5 of the Remarks 
that Zucker fails to teach the steps of "inserting the locating member through the sheath" and "advancing the butular compression member 
over the inserted locating member." and that the components 102 and 128 of Zucker are not equivalent to the separate locating member 
and tubular compression member of the present invention. This is not persuasive, because as in Fig. 2B and Fig. 3B, Zucker discloses a 
locating member 128 extending through tubular compression member 102. The handle 128, as called by the applicant, in Fig. 2B extends 
from proximal end to a smaller tubular locating member in Fig. 3B, and tubular compression member 102 is clearly over 128 in Fig. 3B. 
The element 128 is the manually engageable handle portion for rod 126 (paragrah 37), which is used for positioning of balloon 124; and the 
balloon 150 (paragraph 39) is on the exterior wall of element 104 and not attached to the same inner member to which the anchor balloon 
124 is attached, as argued by the applicant. Therefore, Zucker discloses all the structures and steps as claimed by the present invention. 
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
